HENEY CONVICTED OF IMPROPER 


RELATIONS WITH ARIZONA JURY.. 


i HME hot recriminations between at- 
to ners in Judge Lawilor’s court in 

San Francisco yesterday brought 
out Francs J. Heney’s Arisona record. 


torney. with offices in the Wilcox bulld- 
‘Ing, was Assistant United States At- 
torney for the Second Judicial District 
of Arizona in 1891. Wilson was prose- 
cuting James Reymert in the District 
Court at Florence, Pinal county, on 4 
charge of cohabitation with a widow of 
the name of Rittenhouse. 

United States Judge Kibbey. now 
Governor of Arizona, was presiding. 
Heney was Reymert's attorney. On the 
strength of certain (affidavits dled with 
the court by a United States Marshal, 
the jury was dismissed, causing a mis- 
trial, and Heney and four jury were 
fined for improper conduct. 

Attorney Wilson showed ble 
reluctance yesterday afternoor/ to dis- 
Cuss the case. He gave a narrative of 
the mistrial and the punishment of He- 
ney as follows: 

“Reymert was on trial for cohabita- 
tien with one Dolores Rittenhouse. 
Heney appe@red as Reymert's attorney. 
I was destrous of obtaining a convie- 
tion, as the offense had occasioned a 
scandal in the little town of Florence, 
the capital of Pinal county. The Rit- 
tenhouse woman was the widow of one 
of the best-known and most popular 
merchants in the Territory. She had 
two children. 

“The case was called in the after- 
noon, and a part of the - testimony 
taken. The witmesses were citizens of 
Florence, who were indignant at the 
conduct of Reymert and Mr.. Ritten- 
house. 

“About 5 o'clock In the afternoon the 
court adjourned until the next morn- 
ing. Judge Killey warned the jury 
against discussing the case before dis- 
missing them. 

“The next morning the judge called 
me to him, and said he had heard that 
members of the jury were drinking in 
Jack Keating's saloon the evening be- 
fore, in ‘company with Rey and 
Heney and others. 

“Judge Kibbey asked me to investigate 
at once, and furnish him with effidavits 
setting forth what had occurred. 1 
set a deputy United States Marshal to 
work. Soon after he made an affidavit 
to the effect that four members of the 
jury had been drinking the night be- 
fore in Keating's saloon in company 


with the respondent, Reymert, and 
his attorney. Heney. Several others 
were in the saloon at the time.” 


“Gordon McLaimi, a former resident 
of this city, was foreman ef that jury,” 
went on Wilson. “Naturally, I objected 
to proceeding further in the case under 
the circumstsincea. The jurymen were 
all from Clifton, Graham county. They 
had come over from the mines, and

Wilson said that in asking for a re- 
trial of: the case he did not accuse He- 
ney of tampering with the jury. but

According to Wilson, Heney is as 
mild-tempered an individual as ever 
treated a jury or dropped his man. 
Wilson was standing on the steps of 
the courthouse in Tucson, Artz, soon 
after the Reymert episode, when he 
heard a pistol shot. Looking down the 
street he saw eney and Dr. John 
Handy. Heney had just shot Handy 
in the belly, inflicting a mortal wound. 
At the inquest a carpenter testified 
that he had seen Dr. Handy slap He- 
ney in the face just’ before the shoot- 
ing occurred. But Wilson is positive 
that Heney was a mild-mannered man,

“There is no business now conducted 
without an auditing agency that could 
not be run far more economically with 
such an arrangement,” said Spreckels. 
“In general I should say that a saving 
of 40 per cent. can be effected by an 
auditing system. The city of San 
Francisco is run at an annual expense 
of something like $3,000,000, and I be- 
lieve that, with such an auditing sys- 
tem as I propose, between $3,000,000 
and $3,500,000 could be saved. 

“Buch a plan would work two ways. 
In the first place the city officials 
would know that they would be held to 
account for every cent, and thus the 
desire for extra profits would disap- 
pear and every man would attend 
strictly and honorably to his business. 
In the second Han auditing body 
would be able to devise methods look - 
ing to economy by cutting out useless 
employés or those given office simply 
for political reasons, 

“As an instance, we propose to have 
an expert engineer, who will examine 
the specifications for every city con- 
tract. He will see that they are fair 
so that all who desire may bid, and he 
will see that there is no ring among 
the bidders. He will watch the con- 
struction of all blic works to see that 
the city is not defrauded in material or 
otherwise. 

“When the men who are in politics 
to make a profit see that th sources 
of revenue are eliminated they will get 
out of politics.
